In SeptemberY 1007, Holloway 
returned lo Missouri and mar- 
ried. Not only - did he get a new 
bride but he purchased -some 
necessities such as a team of 
horses, some pigs, chickens and 
a few tools. These items were 
transported on a railroad boxcar 
and It took 13 days to get back 
to Twin Falls. 

Purchasing livestock hi Mis- 
souri was necessary because there 
little livestock for sale In 
southern Idaho. And - the price 
.as terrific. For example, Hollo- 
ay bought chickens In Missouri 
far 3S cents. In Twin Falls, the 
price was a dollar a hen. 

Holloway recalls that teaming 
lo Irrigate was quite an expe- 
rt rwwi,— The— lowlln*— canal — was. 
completed and the hlghllne canal 
was about half done -when he 
first moved here. Some of the 
other residents In the area- knew 
a little about Irrigation and some 
were In the same situation s. 
Holloway. "But we soon learned, 1 
he said.

One thing stands our In her 
mind, That was the dust storms. 
Often she would have lo stand 
In the doorway ringing the bell 
so the children could hear the 
sound-end - find- their- way- to- the 
school house. 

Only once In all those yeare 
could Holloway remember being 
somewhat discouraged and that 



dldnt last long. The climate, the 
clean, sir and the abundant soil 
completely sold Holloway on the 
area.
